Further to 
the eastward is the terrible Vatna Jokull 
stretching its glacier arms and riven cliifs 
over the surrounding country—4,000 
miles of ice resting upon a nest of vol- 
canoes that, noore are only waiting 
the time whea they shall, as before, open 
their “p+ throats and gashed sides and 
spread destruction over sea and land, 
suffocating many birds, animals, and 
men with their noxious gases, destroy- 
ing the fishes in the sea, and sending 
the waters of the rivers hissing and 
screaming into the air before the ap- 
proach of the fiery flood. The two most 
violent eruptions on record have occurred 
from this group, and several times bave 
they spread ashes and sand over the 
farms that lay within the course of the 
wind and over the seas for hundreds of 
miles.

A Visit to Santiage —{ts Palaces, Gay

A letter from Chili te the New York 
Sun says that, although the climate of 
Santiago is about that of Washington or 
St. Louis, the people have a notion that 
fires in their houses are unhealthful, and 
except in those which have been built 
by English or American residents, there 
is nothing like a grate or stove tuo be 
found. Every y wears the warmest 
sort of underclothing and heavy wraps 
indoors and out, and the people spend 
six months of the year in a perpetual 
shiver, and the remainder in a perpetual 
perspiration. It looks rather odd to see 
civilized people sitting in a parlor, 
,rounded by every possible luxury wealth 
ein bring, except fire, wrapped in furs 
and rigs, with blue noses and chatter- 
ing teeth, when coal is cheap andthe 
pmountains.are covered with timber.

In Paraguay. 


Cleaniiness is the rule in Paraguay, 
and it extends toeverything —dwellings, 
furniture, clothes, and person —nor are 
the poorer classes in this respret a whit 
behind the richer. Aboveal’', the white 
sacques and mantillas of the women and 
the lace-fringed shirts and drawers of 
the men are scrupulously clean; nor is 
any one article in greater demand, 
though fortunately with proportional 
supply, throughout the country than 
soap. Each house has behind it a gar- 
den, small or large as the case may be, 
in which flowers are sedulously culti- 
vated; thev are a decoration that a Par- 
aguayan girl or woman isrurely without, 
and one that becomes the wearer well. 
Without pretentions to what is called 
classical or, ethnologically taken, Aryan 
beauty, the female type here is very 
rarely plain, generally pretty, often 
handsome, occasionally bewitching. 
Dark eyes, long, wavy, dark hair, and a 
brunette complexion most prevail; but 
a blonde type, with blue eyesand golden 
curls, indicative of Basque descent, is 
by no means rare. Hands and feet are, 
almost universally, delicate and small; 
the general form, at least till frequent 
maternity has sacrificed beauty to use- 
fulness, simpiy perfect. Asto the dis- 
positions that dwell in so excellent an 
outside, they are worthy of it, and 
Shakespeare's ‘‘Ia she kind as she is 
fair?” might here find unhesitating an- 
swer in the affirmation that follows, 
‘Beauty dwells with kindness." A 
brighter, kinder, truer, more affectionate, 
mrore devotedly faithful girl than the 
Paraguayan exists nowhere.

A Fire-Proof Suit of Clothes, 

Captain Paul Boyton’s chum, Captaia 
Charles Ablstrom, has invented a fire- 
proof suit, says a New York letter. 

“My suit is much like a diving bell,” 
he explained toa reporter. It consists 
of a double covering of the body in two 
parts, one for the upper and one for the 
lower limbs. The inside or lining is of 
India rubber; air and water tight; the 
outside of canvass or moleskin. A brass 
plate covers the face with two a Bg 3 
for the eyes which may be closed. T 
air is supplied by bellows through hose 
attached to the dress. The inner sit 
being air-tight, the air escapes through 
the eyeholes, blowing away the fire and 
smoke so that I can see clearly. The 
entire dress is kept drenched by water 
through annother rubber tube from a 
hydrant or fire engine. The water enters 
at the top of the head dress and is dis- 
tributed through channels in the upper 
part of the jacket. Iam thus kept cool 
and my dress mace fire-proof.

THE LABORING MASSES. 


Our reasons for claiming Friday 
ag pay day tor the laboring masses 
are : 

1. It will give both mone) and 
time to a man’s wife, or other mem- 
bers of his family, to purchase mar- 


keting, wearing articles, pay house 
rent or other indebtedness contrac. 
ted by the husband, father or bro- 
ther, during the early part of the 
week on Saturday. 

2. Should here and there a man 
be found who is wickedly disposed 
to squander his weeks wages in 
bad ways, his Friday night 
spree would end at 5 or 6 o’clock 
Saturday morning, while that of 
Saturday, some times extends to 5 
or 6 o’clock Sunday evening. 

3. Should such anmanly course 
be followed as a practice by un- 
faithful husbands Friday as a pay 
day, would afford wives a splendid 
opportunity to collect on Saturday 
morning at once, all unexpended 
portions of such payments, or ex- 
pose the conduct of such employes 
as being unworthy members of the 
assembly of Knights of Labor. 

4. Men who are disposed to en- 
joy the hours of a happy family cir- 
cle, there is no other time that can 
be so happily spent as that from 4 
or 6to9or 10 o'clock, whichever 
hour is set for bed time on Satar- 
day. 

5. It would remove forever, the 
necessity for man or wife, or both, 
going to market, which is generally 
from 8 to 10, before they can re- 
turn; thus destroying all op- 
portunities for any enjoyment with 
their families at all on Saturday. 

6 Laboring men, would have bet- 
ter opportunities for church on the 
Sabbath ; having gone to bed at 6 
or 10 o'clock on Saturday evening, 
instead of being too tired from 
work, to get up, they would be too 
tired from being well rested to lie 
down longer than early morving 
breakfast; thus giving the la- 
boring masses better opporta- 
nities for morning church. It is 
not, that the laboring masses are 
less religious than the rich, who do 
not so well attend the morning 
church, but who are more fatigued, 
than they, from labor. 


It is not possible for the per- 
sons to whom Christ came, and 
among whom he promised to dwell, 
to be more sacreligious than others. 
Give the laboring masses Friday as 
pay day instead of Saturday, Sat- 
urday morning for market and set- 
tlements of other debts instead of 
Saturday night, and they may give 
us better Christianity on Sabbath. 
We claim this for labor, because it 
will not do capital any harm; and 
a thing which will do the masses 
good, and not inconvenience indivi- 
duals, ought to be conceded as 
the first law of necessity, which 
knows no opposition. Let the la- 
boring masses carefully examine, 
and universally accept this, and 
they will soon find, that it not only 
relieves the buyers from an untime- 
ly fatigue, but the sellers as well. 
There are firms and places general- 
ly, that keep back Saturday’s pay 
for a continuance of services; all 
things being equal, we set up no 
opposition to that, only that the 
pay of Friday be retained instead. 

The Ladies Domestic Assembly, 
is that branch of the Knights of 
Labor, which is the purest composi- 
tion of true womanhood. It is the 
natural reservoir which keeps the 
world alive. It is an assembly, 
which embraces all elements of re- 
al humanity. It is an association 
of precious Virgins, real young la- 
dies, the most capable wives, and 
the purest mothers. There is only 
one suggestion which we might of- 
fer to remove embarassments,

BARBARISM REVIVED. 


The recent kluklux outrages 
which were perpetrated in Hum- 
phreys county, Tennessee, where- 
by one colored man was given ov- 
er a hundred lashes, and twen- 
ty lashes, another a school teacher 
forced to leave his occupation and 
his home, while the fourth was 
brutally murdered because he es- 
caped being beaten, are among 
the most shocking, villainous and 
unjustifiable things which have 
ever occurred in the state of Ten- 
neseee. 

Under the exciting times, which 
characterized the political arena 
at the south, during the decade 
subsequent to Reconstruction, 
when the colored citi- 
zen maintained political domi- 
nance over the white citizen, 
when the white minority, still 
wrankling over their defeat in 
sanguinary confi.ct, embittered 
and humiliated by a peculiar sub- 
jection, wherein the considera- 
tion of wealth and culture were 
made to give way to the terrible 
demands of necessity, and the 
domination of poverty and ignor- 
ance, crimes and outrages were 
committed such as have cast at 
blot on the pages of American 
history. While’ such crimes 
were unjustifiable and indicative 
of a mean, spitetul and revolution- 
ary spirit, yet the peculiar provo- 
cation may find a show of vindi- 
cation and excite some sympathy 
in the minds of many. But in a 
state like ‘l'ennesee, where the ev- 
ils of Reconstruction were not 
felt, where the whites dominate 
and have full sway and where 
none of the causes of extreme pro- 
vocation, for political causes, 
can reasonably obtain, this fiend- 
ishness, lawlessness and insurrec- 
tionary spirit, is to be received 
with disgust and alarm. It is a 
development quite new to Tennes- 
see and indicates a gradual 
change with regard to the rela 
tions which exist between the 
whites and blacks in seme por- 
tions of the state, It seems to in- 
dicate that the recent change in 
political affairs has produced an 
enlargement of the sphere of Ne- 
gro Opposition and spread of a vic- 
ious sentimeut regarding rights 
end privileges of colored citizens. 
That a defenseless citizen should 
be mercilessly beaten with over a 
hundred lashes, another driven 
from the sphere in which he was 
exerting a good moral influence 
and elevating the colored people 
intellectually, while another is 
hunted down like a dog and mur- 
dered in cold blood, is a disgrace 
to the state authority, a reflection 
upon the judicial system of the 
state and a blot uponthe name of 
American citizen. And the worst 
feature of the affair is that, there 
is neither justice nor vigilance 
enough to apprehend the scoun- 
drels. It may be that Humphreys 
county contains the bulk of rene- 
gades and cut throats of Tennesee 
but it will add neither to the 
good reputation nor the respecta- 
bility of its citizens, if this initiato- 
ry step toward lawlessness and 
Oppression, is not at once stopped. 
In the meantime colored citizens 
of the state should see to it, if 
there is no protection to be found 
in the police regulations in the 
courts and the justice of white fel- 
low-citizens, that proper means of 
self protection are within ready 
and eure reach. The time has 
come when this species of oppres- 
sion should be stopped and when 
a long suffering and outraged peo- 
ple should resort to the same 
means of defense that our enemies 
use for attack. If the shotgun is 
a justifiable or promissible means 
of attacking the colored citizen, 
it is more so a justifiable means of 
defeuse. This yielding supinely to 
murderous hatred and assault, at 
a cost of life and a sacrifice of all 
manhood, is not the best means 
of displaying an appreciation of 
our rights and a determination to 
protect them at any cost. If we 
show more pluck, more of the
